SHIP TO FLY VIA BERMUDA 
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Straw Hat Season Opens 
With Thermometer at 80 





Storm clouds loitered on the 
horizon yesterday, but their 
threatening aspect failed to delay 
the opening of the straw hat 
season. With the thermometer 
hovering around 80 degrees, loyal 
observers of the seasonal styles 
donned their skimmers or pana- 
mas and braved the possibility of 
thunder showers. The day was 
the warmest thus far this month. 
The mercury climbed from 58 de- 
grees at 2 A. M. to 81 degrees at 
6 P. M. Then it made a slight 
descent. 

Yesterday’s maximum of 81 was 
two degrees higher than last Sun- 
day’s maximum, and 22 degrees 
higher than the maximum for 
May 15 last year, but it was not 
a record temperature. Weather 
Bureau records show that the 
maximum for May 15, 1900, was 
89 degrees. The lowest ever re- 
corded on that date was 43 de- 
grees in 1880.

She Will Send Radio Reports of |

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Thursday, May 16.—The dirigible 
Graf Zeppelin took off from here on 
her second voyage to America at 
5:57 this morning (12:57 A. M., New 
York Daylight Saving Time). 

The airship had fine weather con- 
ditions for her departure, but Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, her commander, said 
that bad reports would force him to 
take a more southern course, and 
increase the route by 700 kilometers 
(about 435 miles). He did not ex- | 
pect to arrive at Lakehurst before) 
Sunday morning. 

At 5:45 the Zeppelin was taken out | 
of the hangar, her newly painted | 
body shining in the morning sunlight. 
Enthusiastic ‘‘Hochs!’’ went up amid 
resounding farewells to the crew of 
forty-two and eighteen passengers. 
Handkerchiefs were waved from ship 
and ground while the shriek of sirens 
Tose above the noise of the motors. 

At 6:05 the airship was crossing 
Lake Constance and she soon dis- 
appeared in the mist to the west. 

Captain Eckener expects to reach 
the Atlantic at noon on account of 
the favorable wind and he is deter- 
mined to establish a speed record if 
he can. — 

Three more stowaways were found 
this morning in the hangar. Mrs. 
Mary Pierce of New York decided 
to make the trip and posed for pho- 
tographers. She is the only woman 
passenger aboard . 

By dusk last evening suitcases and 
baggage had been stowed in the 
cabins, the gorilla Susie, who passed 
the day in the company of the ship’s 
officers, had gone aboard again and 
some of the passengers had gone to 
bed for a few hours’ sleep. Others 
Made merry’ in the hotel’s dining 
room all night until automobiles ar- 


rived to take them to the Zeppelin 
field at dawn.

Dr. Eckener then thanked the 
American correspondents for their 
dispatches which, he believes, caused 
the French authorities to see the sit- 
uation in a new light. 

Explanations arrived all during the 
day as to just when and how the 
French got the German request for 
a permit and the speed with which 
they replied. One report was that 
the request had been made only on 
Monday. This the Zeppelin authori- 
tics stoutly denied. 


Details of First Permit. 


Meanwhile they produced the French 
permit order, which, according to the 


telegraph stamp, was filed at. 8:50 
last night and received here at 9:30, 
well after the news cabled to. Amer- 
ica had had time to be recabled to 
Paris. This permit insisted that the 
Zesppelin cross French frontiers only 
between the hours of 7 and 9 A. M., 
that the War, Navy and Air Minis- 
tries must first be notified, that the 
ship could not fly above the Le Creu- 
sot Arms Works and, furthermore, 
that no mail, either official or -pic- 
ture postcards from passengers, be 
dropped overboard while the airship 
soared above France,

Former War Secretary Confers 
With Family at St. Louis 
on Accepting It.

Taking of Appointment as Gov- 
ernor-General Declared De- 
pendent on Wife’s Health.

ST. LOUIS, May 15.—With the an- 
nouncement at Washington today 
that President Hoover had offered 
the Governor Generalship of the Phil- 
ippines to former Secretary of War 
Dwight F. Davis, Mr. Davis returned 
to his home here for a series of con- 
ferences with friends and relatives, 
conferences which, his friends say, 
will probably lead to his acceptance 
of the post. 

The announcement as to the offer 


of the Governor Generailship, in suc- 
cesison to Henry L. Stimson, who left 
Manila to become Mr. Hoover’s Sec- 
retary of State, was accompanied by 
a White House statement to the ef- 
fect that the names of other men 
would not be considered for the posi- 
tion until Mr. Davis had decided 
upon his course. 

The former Secretary of War ar- 
rived from the capital and for the 
greater part of the day closeted him- 
self with his brother, John T. Davis. 
at the latter’s office. The former 
Secretary declined to discuss the 
proffer of the appointment, saying 
only that he conferred with the 
President several days ago. 


Had Desired European Post. 


The offer of the insular post was 
said to have been a considerable sur- 
prise to Mr. Davis, as it was to Re- 


publican leaders here. Friends said 
that Mr. Davis had at first been de- 
sirous of obtaining a diplomatic post 
in Europe under the Hoover Admin- 
istration. 

A principal factor in Mr. Davis’s 
hesitation as to accepting appoint- 
ment to Manila, it was declared, was 
the consideration of Mrs. Davis’s 
health. It is believed he is becoming 
convinced that the climate of the 
islands would be no obstacle to her 
accompanying him there. 

The fact that Mr. Davis announced 
he will remain here for perhaps a 
week has led to the belief that he 
will think the matter over for sev- 
eral days before coming to a decision. 
At any rate, friends here are cer- 
tain hig nomination for the post will 
not be sent to the Senate for con- 
firmation at once, as has been re- 
ported, and point to the fact that 
the upper house will be in session 
for some time, which will give him 
opportunity to consider the appoint- 
ment thoroughly in discussions with 
the members of his family.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The 
House of Representatives will ad-

A heavy majority of the House 
membership is convinced that the 
Senate infringed on the constitu- 
tional rights of the House in origi- 
nating what the latter holds to be a 
provision affecting the revenues. 
The Constitution provides that ail 
measures for raising revenue shall 
originate in the House. 

Whether the rebuke will be mild 
or a slap in the Senate’s face wiil be 
determined tomorrow at a meeting 
of the Republican steering commit- 
tee of the House. Everything indi- 
cates that it will be a mild rebuke. 
Speaker Longworth and Chairman 
Snell of the Committee on Rules are 
understood to have become con- 
vinced that the wiser course to fol- 
low is to agree to a conference be- 
tween the Senate and the House on 
the farm bill, but at the same time 
tell the Senate plainly that it vio- 
lated the Constitution. 


Would Expedite Legislation.

Burning X-Ray Films Would 
Throw Off Three Compounds, 
“ Experts Say. 





By The Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, May 15.—Investiga- 
tion tonight of the explosion and fire 
at Cleveland Clinic Hospital today, 
which claimed nearly 100 lives, estab- 
lished that many of the deaths were 
caused by a deadly gas, but its iden- 
tity was undetermined. 

Pharmacists said that it was a 
bromine gas, but doctors said that it 
probably was a form of nitric gas. 

It is probable, however, that it was 
a mixture of gases coming from 
many forms of chemicals in the 
building which were liberated when 
containers were broken by explosion 
of celluloid X-ray films. In addition, 
the burning films gave off a gas said 
to be bromine. 

Whatever the gas was, it was 
powerfully penetrating and most 
deadly. Many patients were killed in 


in remote parts of the building died 
later. 

According to general opinion the 
poisonous gases were due to the 
burning of X-ray film in large quan- 
tities. The photographic film, which 
has much the same composition as 
guncotton, in addition to exploding 


with terrific force when confined, 
also threw off three kinds of com- 
pounds as the result of combustion. 
These were camphor and carbon 
monoxide and the gases nitric oxide 
or other nitrogen compounds. 

Inhalation of the carbon monoxide 
resulted in death similar to. the 
breathing of exhaust gas from an 
automobile in a closed garage. Cam- 
poer vapor settled on the walls o 
he clinic as a brown, tarry sub- 
stance. 

The presence of nitric oxide, some 
experts said, accounted for a brown 
vapor which was at first mistaken 
for: bromine gas. There was not 
enough of.bromine.or chlorine com- 

in the X-ray film, it.is as- 
serted, to account for the large 
amount of what was thought to-be 
bromine gas in the wrecked building. 


Had Effect of War Gas. 


Dr. William. E., Lower, one of the 
founders of the clinic, said late to- 
night: ; 

“The deaths were apparently due 
to gas poisoning. Persons in the 
building collapsed and were dead 
less than a minute after the gas was 
inhaled.

CLEVELAND, May 15.—Yellow 
gas fumes, emanating from the X-ray 
room in the basement of the Cleve- 
land Clinic and following a deafen- 
ing explosion ended today the lives 
of 100 patients, doctors, nurses, hos- 
pital aides and rescuers in the great- 
est tragedy in the history of this 
city. .

Die as They Try to Escape. 


Gasping for breath, waging a fran 
tic battle to reach fresh air, men 
and women, trapped in the building, 
dropped in the halls to expire, un- 
able to escape the deadly fumes. The 
explosion blasted the gas upward 
through ventilator shafts, up stair- 
ways and through halls. 

A fire which blazed up immediate- 
ly swept up the rear stairway, feed- 
ing on the woodwork. It caused walls 
to bulge and windows to burst. 
About 300 people were in the clinic 
at the time of the explosion. Many 
were in bed. Others were on operat- 
ing tables. 

Not since the tragic Collingwood 
School fire of 1908 has Cleveland 
been visited by such a tragedy, and 
never in the history of medical sci- 
ence anywhere in the world has suc?) 
a strange disaster demolished an in? 
stitution of mercy. 

Never in the annals of hospitals 
has such destruction of valuable rec- 
ords, equipment, statistics, test speci- 
mens and delicate instruments and 
observations been coupled with such 
loss of life. 

The instrumentalities of advanced 
science turned against their users, 
for the greatest cause of death was 
the gas produced by the burning and 
explosion of the cellulose and sensi- 
tized X-ray and photographic films. 

The drama could not have been 
more gripping if a bomb had sudden- 
ly hurtled from an airplane during 
wartime, releasing death-dealing gas 
upon a peaceful community. 

Doctors and nurses were bustling 
about, taking care of patients, when 
a deafening .detonation shook the 
building. Immediately there was a 
stampede, men and women scram- 
bling for doors, windows and ele- 
vators. 

Police and firemen made an effort 
to enter the blazing building, but 
were driven back by the fumes. Er- 
nest Stabb, a policeman directing 
traffic on the corner, rushed into 
the structure and started to carry 
out a woman. He staggered, fell, 1¢- 
gained his feet, and then dropped 


again. Fellow-officers found his 
body fifteen minutes later. 


Find Pile of Dead and Living, 


Firemen under Battalion Chicf 
Michael Graham, turned back by suf- 
focating gases at every entrance, 
finally reached the top of the build- 
ing by a motor-controlled ladder. 
Two of the firemen, Howard McAllis- 
ter and Peter Rogers, hacked their 
way through the skylight, fastened 
ropes under their arms and were 
lowered into the building.

and caught him.

When it became apparent that the | 
.smoke-filled lower corridors would | 
block the passages by which police- | 
men and firemen,could enter with | 
stretchers, Chief Grahem ordered 
pulmotors brought into the building, 
and while firemen with hose stood 
alongside beating back the flames, 
others applied the respirators and 
restored several victims so that they 
could walk to the ladders, 

Shortly after the policemen and 
firemen entered the building the 
large lawn in front of the clinic 
was filled with the dead and dying. 
The city’s hospital and ambulance 
facilities were tested to the utmost, 
and the metropolis of 1,250,000 peo- 
ple became as a small town choked 
with stricken people inquiring 
dazedly for their relatives. 

Police and ambulance _ sirens 
screamed as the automobiles sped 
through crowds which lined the 
streets near the wrecked clinic. 
Taxicabs were summoned and used 
to transport the dead and injured to 
hospitals and morgues. 

An hour and a half earlier every- 
thing was quiet and peaceful in the 
clinic, made nationally famous by 
Dr. George W. Crile, surgeon and 
technician, and his brother special- 
ists. One moment a hundred or 
more patients, suffering from chronic 
and complicated diseases, were un- 
dergoing examination on medical 
tables. The next instant death 
belched from the X-ray room in the 
basement. 

The building rocked, glass burst 
from the windows, the skylight fell 
in, plaster collapsed and the clinic 
became a charnel house. 

Most of the victims were trapped 
without a chance and asphyxiated 
by the thick -yellow fumes; believed 
to be principally nitric oxide, accom- 
panied by ‘bromine ~and~ chlorine 
gases. Struggling to reach stair- 
ways and windows, they choked and 
died where they fetl-or on tables, 
or in chairs in the outer offices. 


Crushed Beneath Debris. 


Others, some of them unclothed or 
partly disrobed, were crushed be- 
neath falling. débris, heavy diagnostic 
apparatus or operating tables. Physi- 
cians, chemists and nurses. fell with 
instruments, test tubes and charts in 
their hands.

“Up the ladders, up the ladders:

Louis Hildebrand, a _ fireman, 
climbed the ladder;to the roof. 

“Down the airway, quick, they’re 
trampling them to death down 
there,’’ Graham shouted. 5 

Hildebrand rushed to the skylight 
and looked down. 

“T never hope to have to look at 
anything so horrifying again,’ he 
said. ‘“‘Lord help me, as far down 
the stairway as you could see were 
bodies, bodies, bodies. Twisted arms 
and legs, screaming men and wo- 
men. Bodies and screams.’’ 

The patients, thirty or more of 
them, were jammed so closely _ to- 
gether during their frenzied flight 
to the roof that they couldn’t move, 
the firemen said. . 

Some of them, caught without 
clothes, were protected only by 
sheets wrapped around them as the 
explosion sent glass hurtling from 
the skylight to the second floor 
foyer. : 

“Tt took three firemen to force a 
way down that stairway and to lift 
the top one to men on the roof,’’ 
Chief Graham related. ‘‘For five 
minutes we were lifting those bodies 
to the skylight before we could get 
to the third floor, where the scream- 
ing was the worst.’’ 

When the firemen could get down 
to the third floor, clambering over 
piles of bloody clothing, scraps of 
plaster and débris they found a 
panic-stricken group of patients try- 
ing to get down to the first floor. 

When they once got into the build- 
ing the firemen brought victims out 
so fast that workers on the. street 
and front lawn could hardly treat 
them fast enough. Some of the 
patients protested that they were 
all right. . 

“Don’t have to do a thing for me,’’ 
one man said as firemen sought to 
pump fresh air into his lungs. ‘‘The 
gas didn’t bother me. Get the others 
who are dying.”’ 

Five minutes later he collapsed. 
Firemen lifted him into an ambu- 
Jance and started him for a hos- 
pital. He was dead before he 
reached there. 


Apparently Unharmed But Die. 


Paul Roquemora of East Dallas, 
Texas, an X-ray salesman in the 
clinic at the time of the explosion, 
was able to get out unassisted. He 


turned at once to helping firemen. 

‘“‘Better go to a hospital,’’ one of 
the rescue squads warned. ‘‘You 
don’t know what that gas can do.”’ 

He worked for a little while longer 
and then went to a hospital where 
he presented himself, with a laugh, 
for treatment. Ten minutes later he 
was dead. 

The largest number killed at any 
one place were those caught on the 
stairway and in front of the elevator 
on the third floor, in the opinion of 
the four firemen who carried out all 
the patients on that floor. 

Not more than one or two of those 
who rushed toward the elevator 
came out of the building alive, Fire 
Lieutenant T. W. Reese, who led the 
rescue work on that floor, said to- 
night. 

“When we smashed in a window 
at the west side of the building we 
eould see through the smoke one 
huge pile of people,’’ said Reese. 
“They had evidently rushed toward 
the elevator, for most of them had 
fallen toward the doom of the 
shaft.” 

While one fireman virtually bored 
a hole through the smoke with a 
high pressure. hose, three others 
pulled bodies from the pile and car- 
ried them to the window where other 
fire fighters waited to take them to 
the ground. 

“‘We had a line of persons strung 
from the hallways to the stairs, 
where they were trapped, clear to 
the window,’’ Lieutenant Reese said. 
‘It looked like a hopeless job to be- 
gin with, everybody seemed so en- 
tangled in the pile. Not a one: of 
those we dragged out appeared to 
be living.’’

Policeman Dies After Taking 
21 Out of Gas-Filled Clinic 


CLEVELAND, May 15 CP).—- 
Policeman Ernest Stabb, 50, of 
No. 1 Emergency Wagon, sacri- 
ficed his life to achieve the re- 
moval of twenty-one persons from 
the blazing gas-filled Cleveland 
Clinic. 

Stabb arrived while the fumes 
still clogged the entrance and 
time after time pushed his way 
into the darkened halls. 

Some of those he removed were 
alive tonight, some died as he 
carried them to the open air. 

Stabb worked away as the fatal 
gas slowly destroyed his lungs. 
He collapsed after carrying out 
his twenty-first burden. He fol- 
lowed those he rescued to an 
emergency cot at Mount Sinai 
Hospital and died a few hours 
later. 











artificial respiration, but as they did 
so she expired. 

Not for four or five hours was it 
possible to even begin to identify the 
dead. The bodies, lying in row after 
row in hospitals and morgues were 
too numerous. The list grew hour- 
ly as seemingly healthy patients who 
had escaped from the death trap 
reeled and died from gas in their 
lungs. 

Through it all, with his fellow 
specialists either injured or killed, 
his young doctors and aides lying 
dead or lying around him, Dr. Crile, 
mainspring of the clinic, moved like 
the former World War surgeon that 
he is. Refusing to lose his head, the 
world famous physician who had 
perfected goiter operation technique, 
who had ome one of the re- 
nowned figures that emerged from 
the base hospitals of the war, called 
for ambulances, ordered emergency 
telephones installed, directed police- 
men and firemen how to help and 
then visited hospitals where victims 
were taken. 


Crile Gives Blood for Friend. 


He visited all of the hospitals, tak- 
ing a census of the friends and pa- 
tients who were swept away by the 
tragedy. Late in the afternoon he 
went to the Wade Park Manor and 
there underwent a blood transfusion 
in a vain attempt to save the life of 
his friend and protégé, Dr. John 
Phillips. Dr. Phillips is the man 
who rushed with oxygen tanks to the 
Gates Mill home of Myron T. Her- 
rick last Fall, when Mr. Herrick was 
suddenly stricken with a bronchial 
attack and nearly died for lack of 


gen. 
The dead and injured were taken 
to every hospital within easy reach 
of the Clinic. Mount Sinai received 
forty-five of the dead. Huron Road 
fifteen, and others from five to ten. 

As evening drew on, the throngs 
which had crowded the sidewalks 
around the Clinic moved downtown 
to the county morgue, which was 
housing the greatest number of dead 
at any one time in its history. There 
were not enough slabs to accommo- 
date the victims, so they were 
stretched out in long rows upon the 
floor in'room after room. 

Gradually, one by one, they were 
identified. Frantic mothers and fath- 
ers, sisters. and.brothers, from all 
over Northern Ohio, called by tele- 
phone to newspaper offices and post- 
office stations- and. deseribed. their 
loved ones who were in the clinic 
at the time. of. the explosion. 

Prominent people as well as ordi- 
nary workingmen, doctors as well as 
patients, nurses and record clerks 
were among the victims. 

The bodies of all the victims were 
yellow tinged. as were the walls of 
the rooms. The interior of the build- 
ing looked as though it had been 
swept by a tornado. 


Oxygen Running Short. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 15 (#).— 
In the hospitals authorities were to- 


night administering respiration to 
victims of the clinic disaster. Suffer- 
ers were dying at short intervals and 
physicians sent out appeals for addi- 
tional oxygen in the fear that the 
th in the city might. prove in- 
sufficient. Oxygen is declared the 
only effective means of overcoming 
the gas burns. 

Nearly all of the deaths were at- 
tributed to the deadly gas which fil- 
tered through the four-story brick 
building slowly at first and then, 
augmented by a second and greater 
explosion. than the first, rushed up 
from the basement and cut off 
escape down the stairways and ele- 
vators. 


Fire Carried Fumes. 


Survivors said the faces of those 
asphyxiated turned a sickly yellow- 
ish brown color within two minutes 
after they had inhaled the gas. The 
fumes were given off by fire of un- 
determined origin which destroyed 
X-ray films in the basement. Some 
pharmacists said it was bromine 
gas, while Dr. W. E. Lower, one of 
the founders of the Clinic, said it 
resembled the deadly phosgene gas 
employed in the World ar. 

The first explosion came when 
X-ray films stored in the basement 
caught fire, releasing deadly fumes 
which penetrated to the waiting room 
on the floors above. 

The hollow centre of the building 
soon filled with ge The intense 
heat below sent the fumes swirling 
upward. Before any one had oppor- 
tunity to escape a second blast blew 
out the skylight and filled every cor- 
ner of the building with an atmos- 
phere of death. 

Those in the Clinic had no way of 
escape but the windows, and few 
were able to reach them. Even these 
were enveloped in the fumes and 
collapsed. he two street entrances 


were choked, and the stairways lead-- 


ang to the roof were heavy with the 
poisoned air. - Every piece of fire 
apparatus available was centred at 
the Clinic and every vehicle possible 
was commandeered to. remove the 
bodies. An hour and a half later all 
had been taken to near-by hospitals. 

An army of volunteers, taking 
orders from police officials and ex- 
ecuting them with amazing coordi- 
nation, performed heroic rescue 
work. Men from all walks of life, 
men in gray and blue business suits, 
overalls, taxi uniforms, even rags, 
stood at the beck of policemen and 
helped in taking the injured and 
dead from the clinic building while 
it still was filed with death-dealing 
gases. 

Inspector George J. Matowitz, who 


rushed from Central Police Station|' 


with flying squads, found huge bil- 
lows of smoke and = enveloping 
the structure, and with other police 
officials he commandeered all ve- 
hicles in sight as ambulances and 
then pressed every available man in 
the -vicinity into duty as fast as he 
volunteered. 

ile delivery trucks, drays, 
transfer wagons and private automo- 
biles ‘stood ready to take away the 
dead and injured, butchers, grocers, 
dentists, sailors, brokers, taxi drivers 
and clerks, working in small groups 
under uniformed. men, waded

Pedestrians Near-by Overcome. 


The suction after the explosion 
shattered glass doors reinforced with 
steel. Compression in the hollow 
centre of the building packed air 
into the halls and staircases, and 
when this force was released by the 
blast the air rushed back into the 
centre of the building, smashing the 
doors with the force of battering 
rams. 

The heavy fumes hung about the 
building and for two hours after the 
blast rescuers were unable to remain 
inside for long intervals. The first 
explosion came at a few seconds past 
11:30 A. M. A clock on the third 
floor balcony stopped at that time. 
The fumes were so strong as to act 
almost instantly. Pedestrians out- 
side the building toppled to the 
ground and lay unconscious until 
dragged to safety when the gas 
lifted. 

Some at unbroken windows pound- 
ed weakly against the glass and 
then dropped from sight as the gas 
choked them. Most of the victims 
lay clutching their throats, stifled 
and fighting at the last for air. 

Some of those to whom oxygen was 
given immediately after their re- 
moval were expected to live. Hope 
was despaired of for others, the poi- 
son having destroyed the membranes 
of the lungs. ne policeman de- 
scribed the scene as worse than his 
experience in the World War. He 
had carried out twenty-five bodies, 
he said. 

Dr. Carl Helwig, an interne at 
another hospital, went to Mount 
Sinai Hospital to aid in resusticating 
victims and came upon his wife, 
who had gone to the clinic for ex- 
amination. She died as he worked 
to save her. .. 

Frantic scenes were enacted at the 
hospitals. It was impossible to find 
space in wards and rooms for cots 
at Mount Sinai Hospital and cots 
were placed in the hallways. Even 
janitors and scrubwomen were 
pressed into service to help apply

A priest went from cot to cot giv- 
ing unction to those who appeared 
dying.

Many sufferers died on their way 
to hospitals.

Dr. Israel L. Feinberg, former 
President of the Board of Coroners, 
said last night that afternoon news- 
paper accounts of the Cleveland 
clinic disaster led him to believe that 
ethylene poisoning may have caused 
the death of some of the victims. 

“I read that some of the bodies 
had turned green,’’ Dr. Feinberg 
said. ‘‘I know of only one gas that 
might cause that condition and that 
is ethylene,-a highly inflammable, 
gaseous compound used as an an- 
aesthetic. The tiniest spark is suf- 
ficient to set it off. 

“If. ethylene gas or any other in- 
flammable gas was in the vicinity of 
the X-ray room it is altogether pos- 
sible that a spark emanating from 
X-ray apparatus might have ignited 
the gas and created the destruction. 
A spark from any other source would 
have the same effect.’’ 





SAY FILM GIVES OFF GASES. 


Eastman Officials Describe One 
' Type Used for X-Rays. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 15.— 
What part X-ray film played in the 
explosion in the Cleveland Clinic to- 
day could not be determined without 
knowledge of the kind of film in use, 
officials of the Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany announced here tonight. It was 
said that X-ray film in itself is not 
explosive. 

Two types of X-ray film are used. 
One is known as cellulose acetate 
film and is safe under any condi- 
tions. The other,’ cellulose nitrate 
film, is inflammable. 

The statement said: 

“Cellulose nitrate X-ray film is in- 
flammable, but when properly ‘stored 
and handled under the re tions 
of the National Fire Protestion Asso- 
clation has never caused any fires 
or explosions. Under certain heat 
conditions, where these regulations 
are not observed, this film will give

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 15.—A 
few minutes after John E. Phillips, 
Yale sophomore, left the airport here 
tonight to race by plane to the bed- 
side of his father, Dr. John Phillips, 
one of the victims of the Cleveland 
Clinic explosion, word of his father’s 
death came over the press wires. 

A telegram from the youth’s moth- 
er, received tonight at the univer- 
sity, said Dr. Phillips had been se- 
verely burned and was in a critical 
condition.

Proved Changes in Brain Cells. 


In propounding his discovery of 
the nerve block method Dr. Crile 
proved that, in the condition recog- 


nized as a shock, definite changes 
occur in the cells of the brain which 
discharge all the energy they had 
stored. This exhausting discharge 2! 
nervous energy is due to the excita- 
tion which is caused by the infliction 
of numberless injuries, each of them 
small, or to the infliction of onc 
overwhelming impression. The effect 
ef Dr. Crile’s process is that the 
operation can be conducted in an 
area which, for the time being, does 
not belong to the patient, which he 
cannot reach by any impulse directed 
toward it, and which can be dealt 
with as the surgeon wishes without 
the patient having any power of re- 
ceiving impressions from it. 

Most striking results due to the 
new powers with which Dr. Crile en- 
dowed surgery have been cbtained in 
the treatment of exophthalmic goitre. 
It has been no uncommon thing in 
such cases to find the patient suf- 
fering profoundly from shock, and 
the heart often beat so rapidly that 
it seemed to be galloping to death. 
but: by the new method the patient’s 
emotional activities were undisturb- 
ed, and within a few days his whole 
appearance and condition underwent 
a striking change for the better. 

Dr. Crile was born in Chile, Ohio, 
Nov. 11, 1864, and received his A.B 
degree from Ohio Northern Univer- 
sity in 1884. Four years later he re- 
ceived his master’s degree from the 
same institution. Meanwhile, in 
1887, he obtained his medical degree 
from Wooster University in Cleve- 
Jand. Four years, from 1893 to 1897 
were spent by Dr. Crile in studies in 


Vienna, Paris and London, after 
which he returned to practice in 
Cleveland. 


For a number of years Dr. Criie 
was a member of the medica! faculty 
of Wooster and Western Reserve 
universities and served also on the 


' medical staffs of Cleveland General,

side hospitals of Cleveland. 

His early tame was obtained as a 
specialist in surgery of the respira- 
tory system. Despite his large prac- 
tice and wide research work, Dr. 
Crile found time to write many books 
on medicine and surgery. He de- 
voted much time also to research 
work in seeking ‘‘the nature of life 
itself.’’ On this subject Dr. Crile, 
in 1926, published a book entitled 
“A Bipolar Theory of Living Proc- 
esses,’’ in which he propounded the 
theory that ‘‘man and animals are 
mechanisms driven by electricity 
and were originally created and con- 
structed by electrical forces.’’ 

“Man or animal is an energy 
phenomenon,’’ Dr. Crile wrote. ‘‘The 
processes which distinguishes the 
living from the ieedighis, © are due 
to electrical forces. lectricity 
keeps the flame of life burning in 
the cell—the unit of structure and 
of function in the animal organism. 
Life, as we view it, is the expression 
of the activity of this automatic 
mechanism.”’

Five Previous Explosions Took Toll | 
of 3,022 Lives. 


The only major hospital catastro- 
phe in recent years comparable to 
the destruction of the Cleveland 
clinic hesulted in the loss of twen- 
ty-seven lives when fire swept 
through the Manhattan tate Hospi- 


tal on Ward’s Island here on Feb. | 
18, 1923. 

Defective electrical wiring was be- 
lieved to have caused the Ward’s 
Island fire, and a tremendous ex- 
plosion directly preceded the burst 
of flame through the building, which 
at that time housed 1,800 insane 


was vainly used to stem the flames, 
homicidal and_ suicidal patients 
fought and screamed in the darkness 
of the early morning while efforts 
were being made to rescue them. The 
final death toll showed twenty-four 
patients and three attendants. 

In July, 1926, an explosion that 
terrified a large portion of Morris 
County, N. J., caused the death of 
twenty-two persons when the Naval 
Ammunition Depot at Lake Den- 
mark near Dover was wrecked. A 
bolt of lightning which struck the 
arsenal was believed to have caused 
the devastating blast. 

On July 30, 1916, a small blaze 
ignited. high explosives on the deck 
of a barge anchored near Black Tom 
Island, Jersey City, and the explo- 
sions that followed were heard in 
five states. While only two persons 
were killed, many persons received 
injuries and the property damage 
was estimated at $20,000,000. 

About 2,800 lives were lost on Dec. 
6, 1917, when the French steamship 
Mont Blanc collided in the harbor 
of Halifax, N. S.,.with the Belgian 
relief steamer Imo and 1,000 tons 
of munitions on the French ship ex- 
ploded. 

In May, 1918, 100 persons were 
killed and 300 injured when a charge 
of T N T went cff in the Oakdale 
plant of the Aetna Chemical Com- 
pany near Pittsburgh, Pa.

There had been much speculation 
as to whether the sole woman pas- 
senger, young Mrs. Pierce, would or 
would not be ready when the signal 
arrived to proceed to the airdrome. 
Tuesday night her mother telephoned 
from New York. much to the con- 
sternation of the local telephone 
company, which had never had such 
a call before, and opposed her 
daughter’s taking the trip. The con- 
versation lasted for more than 
twenty minutes, costing $500. 

So all day Mrs. Pierce sulked when 
she was not expressing a grievance 
against the correspondents who had 
announced her plans. In the eve- 
ning, however, she declared that she 
had abandoned the trip and even 
went to the Zeppelin company’s of- 
fice to see about getting her $2,000 
passage money refunded. Then she 
smilingly requested several corre- 
spondents to cable that she would 
not be aboard. But her suitcase 
went to the airfield and she herself 
was still at the Kurgarten instead 
of aboard a train for London, as 
she had said she would be. 

The total freight carried will be 
two tons, which is the limit allowed 
on account. of the extra amount of 
fuel, which can keep the ship up 
130 hours. The mail weighs half a 
ton and the passengers and crew two 
tons, making the total cargo four 
and a half tons. The officers and 
crew, with the exception of a new 
cook, are the same as on the first 
transatlantic trip. The latest records 
have been procured for the grama- 
phone, with a loud-speaker so that 
concerts can be heard over the en- 
tire ship. 

Knut Eckener, son of the com- 
mander, is aboard in the rdéle o

The Zeppelin officials announced 
that if any unauthorized per- 
son were found aboard after the 
start he would be provided with a 
return ticket in the form of a para- 
chute and ordered to make imme- 
diate use of same.

WELCOME TO ZEPPELIN 


Magnified Voices Boom for Miles 
at Lakehurst as Navy Field 
Gets Ready.

LAKEWOOD, N. J., May 15.—The 
Lakehurst Naval Air Station, Lake- 
hurst Village, and the countryside 
for several miles around awoke this 
morning, went about its business and 
sought sleep again tonight amid a 
bombardment of music designed to 
hail the start of the second west- 
ward oceanic flight of the Graf Zep- 
pelin and to rehearse the rousing | 
reception planned for it here. 


Sped by giant horns on top of the 
airship hangar, installed by the 
Victor Talkinz Machine Company in 
cooperation with the naval engineers, 
the noise penetrated an adverse wina 
for more than a mile. The inter- 
spersed talk of the experimenters 
over the new loud speakers re- 
sounded for some two miles. 

The keepers of refreshment stands 
erected outside the naval grounds 
for the influx of the 200,000 sight- 
seers expected with the arrival of 
the Zeppelin, stood outside their 
booths, curtained by the woods 
around the landing fields, and found 
no more visible source of the con- 
cert than the clouds. 

With the receipt of reports that 
the Zeppelin was starting its jour- 
ney tonight the super-directional 
horn at the airship mooring mast. 
a half mile from the hangar, set up 
a competitive blare that lasted 
through the afternoon and evening. 

It is with this horn, a novelty of 
the occasion, that naval officers will 
first ‘‘fire’’ a salvo of greeting at 
the Zeppelin, or, in case of fog, help 
to direct it to a landing. Words 
sent from its series of nine openings 
whose combined mouth is 20 feet 


long and 8 feet wide, will carry

THREE TRIPS IN ARCTIC 


Scientists Announce Program for 
Polar and Other Flights in 
Febraary, 1930.

BERLIN, May 15.—The program 


initely fixed today at the Berlin 
meeting of the Aeroarctic Society, at 
which were Drs. Fridtjof Nansen, 
Harold Sverdrup and Georg Weg- 
ener. The exploration of the un- 
known North Pole territory will be 
carried out in three stages. 

After the airship is taken from 
Friedrichshafen to the mooring mast 
at Leningrad she will start on a 


three to five days’ cruise along Arc- 
tic Greenland and Canada to Fair- 
banks, Alaska. There the ship wili 
remain for several days for refuel- 
ing, overhauling and recreation of 
ie crew and members of the expedi- 
ion. 

The second trip, which will be the 
most important of all and will take 
three days, will lead into unexplored 
spaces around the North Pole and 
back to Fairbanks. The third and 
last trip will take the Zeppelin along 
Bering Strait and Arctic Asia to 
the starting place. 

Their program, however, is subject 
to changes according to weather con- 
ditions. The Zevpelin will be com- 
manded by Dr. Hugo Eckener or by 
Captain Ernest A. Lehmann and 
Captain Flemming alternately. Cap- 
tain Bruns, Secrétary General of 
the Aeroarctic Society, will be laison 
officer between the ship’s command 
and the scientific expedition which 
will be headed by Dr. Nansen. 

The project will be financed by the 
world press, particularly American 
papers. The experiences of those on 
the Graf Zeppelin during her cruises 
will be described in articles which 
will appear throughout the world.

Dr. James H. Kimball, associate

On his weather map, dated 7 
o’clock yOtersy morning, Dr. Kim- 
ball [on to isobars indicating 
high rometric pressure stretching 
across the North Atlantic, indicat- 
ing favorable weather conditions.

The Quai D’Orsay asserts that the 
permission was granted in the fullest 
sense, the only prohibited areas being 
the usual military zones. Aside from 
these, the ship may choose its own 
time and follow the route best suited 
to atmospheric conditions.

Say Desire to Help Caused Delay. 


PARIS, May 15 (*).—The Foreign 
Office said today that the delay in 
granting Dr. Eckener the permit was 


really caused by the French desire 
to assist the Zeppelin in every way 
in mapping out the best possible 
course across France, as well as by 
the slowness of office routine. 

The Foreign Office explained that 
permanent authority to fly over that 
part of France covered by the Graf 
zeppelin on its flight in April was 
always standing and was immedi- 
ately granted upon request, but that 
the authority granted late yesterday 
covered three routes, necessitating 
the sending of additional advices to 
various points and causing a delay. 

It was insisted that the survey of 
the three routes was made in the 
spirit of doing everything possible 
to assist the Germans to take advan- 
tage of the itinerary having the 
most favorable weather conditions. 

The German Ambassador, the 
Foreign Office said, made the re- 
quest May 9 and the Army and Navy 
Departments had to be consulted. 
The permit was finally handed to 
Ambassador von Hoesch at 4:30 yes- 
terday afternoon, four hours before 
it was received by Dr. Eckener at 
Friedrichshafen.

Reich Nationalists Indignant. 


BERLIN, May 15 (*).—The delay in 
the arrival of the French permit for 
the Graf Zeppelin was the subject of 
considerable comment in the German 
press today. The Nationalists par- 
ticularly protested it. The Deutsche 
Zeitung, Nationalist organ, described 
the incident as ‘‘another example of 
rr Stresemann’s vaunted solidar- 
i y.”

Three 
died soon after and it was feared 
that the other seven would die also.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—While 
Frank E. Gannett of Rochester, N. 
Y., publisher of a chain of seventeen 
newspapers, told the Federal Trade 
Commission today of the severance 
of financial relationships with the 
International Paper and Power Com- 
pany, Samuel E. Thomason, Chicago 
publisher, disclosed in testimony 
that he had the financial backing 
of the International in seeking the 
purchase of more than a score of 
large newspapers in the Middle West 
and South,

| DATE FOR HOP UNDECIDED 


Eotti Says They Will Not Set a 
Definite Time but Will Start 
; When Everything Is Ready.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., May 
15.—The French transatlantic crew, 
‘Armeno Lotti Jr., Rene Lefévre and 
Jean Assolant, took their fleet yel- 
low monoplane for an hour’s test 
flight over Long Island and New 
York City this afternoon. During 
their time in the air they did two 
things. They gave the radio set a 
thorough test and worked the 600- 
horsepower Hispano-Suiza motor at 
varying speeds, checking the fuel 
and oil consumption, the motor and 
water temperatures and _ various 
other technical details upon which 
their safety will depend over the 
North Atlantic. 

As usual, they were reticent con- 
cerning a specific date for departure. 
All three are veterans at long dis- 
tance flying and they know that 
much depends on weather, the con- 
dition of the transatlantic runway at 
Roosevelt Field and the final hours 
of test running that they must give 
their motor. . , 

“One thing at a time,’’ Lotti said 
this afternoon, when a dozen ques- 
tions were shot at him. ‘First we

‘You Can Go Plumb to Hell,’ Dawes Replies 
To Correspondents Who Ask About ‘Knickers’ 





WASHINGTON, May 15 ().—“‘You 
can go plumb to-hell, that’s my busi- 
ness,”’ said the Ambassador, pulling 
hard on his underslung pipe. 

That was the answer Charles G. 
Dawes, newly appointed Ambassa- 
dor to the Court of St. James’s, gave 
newspaper men today in reply to an 
inquiry as to whether he was taking 
along to London a supply of knickers 
as worn by diplomats at royal func- 
tions. 

He: first asked whether a diplo- 
matic answer was wanted or whether 
an answer that the question deserved 
was in order. 

Ambassador Dawes was initiated 
into the foreign service today amid 
an air of cheerfulness. He was a 
guest of President Hoover at the 


White House and went over to the 
State Department during the fore- 
noon to call on’ Secretary Stimson 
and receive his instructions prepara- 
tory to sailing for England on the 
steamship Olympic from New York 
on June 7. He spent more than an 
hour with Secretary Stimson and 
afterward posed with the Secretary 
for cameramen. 

“Don’t put away the pipe,” 
marked Secretary Stimson to the 


re- |- 


Ambassador as the pictures were 
about to be taken. 

The new Ambassador, with a new 
pigskin portfolio holding his docu- 
ments and bearing on its side in his 
own handwriting: ‘‘C. G. Dawes, 


Evanston Ills., U. S. A.’’ returned to 
the White House, saying he was go- 
ing back to Chicago before sailing 
for his foreign post. 

The former Vice President turned 
aside all serious questions asked by 
newspaper men. en asked for his 
opinion on the reparations problems 
and the naval controversy he reached 
into his pocket and, producing a 
telegram, remarked: 

“‘Now let me tell you about Lady 
Astor’s invitation.”

New. York Air Terminals, Inc., 
has filed a formal application with 
army authorities for a Federal per- 
mit to construct a timber hydro- 
plane wharf in Upper New York 
Bay at the northeast corner of Bed- 
loe’s Island, it was revealed yester- 
day at the Army Building.

ARMIES ARE 50 MILES APART 





Umpires With Aerial Forces Will 
Signal What Units Have Been 
“Annihilated” by Bombs.

ADVANCE HEADQUARTERS 
FIRST BLUE ARMY, FAIRFIELD 
AIR DEPOT, Ohio, May 15.—With 
the arrival from Selfridge Field of 
the planes of the first pursuit 
group and from Langley Field of 
fifteen of the storm-hound bombers 
of the second bombardment group, 
the air forces of the Red and Blue 
armies, constituting in all some 200 
adage planes from the four cor- 
ners of the country, were ready for 
“‘war’’ tonight, despite the tremen- 
dous difficulties of rain, fog, gales 


and muddy fields encountered on the 
way here. 

By dusk all units were assembled, 
all planes were serviced and the 
commanding officers had sent their 
men for a needed rest before the 
commencement of hostilities. 

A minute after midnight war was 


declared by the Blue forces, who im- 
mediately started an attack on their 
enemy, thé Red, forces: 

The two armies were facing each 
other with a boundary line running 
generally north and south between 
Toledo and Portsmouth and the Ohio 
River, the Blues to the west and the 
Red forces to the east. 

The ground troops at that time 


were about fifty miles apart. Each 
“State” has mobilized three field 
armies. The Red armies are con- 
centrating along the general line of 
the Sandusky and Scioto Rivers. The 
Blue armies are preparing to ad- 
vance on that line. 

For this manoeuvre only the south- 
ern armies of the two hostile states 
are being considered. Each of the 
southern armies of the Red and Blue 
forces is partially represented. The 
southern army on e Blue side, 
known as the first army, is repre- 
sented by a headquarters staff, the 
staffs for two co. and six divisions. 

The Red army is represented by a 
small staff, but has no staffs for its 
subordinate ground units. 

Each of these opposing arms is 
represented in the air by about 100 
fighting planes fully equipped with 
war material and armament. The 
air corps phase of the manoeuvres 
will be played from tomorrow until 
Tuesday. om May 22 to 25 the 
jatar troops will be represented 

or the air-ground phase of the 
manoeuvres. During this phase the 
army corps and division staffs will 
be actually at their command posts 
located as they would be in battle 
operations. 

These ground staffs will be con- 
nected by telegraph and telephone 
over leased wires and by army radio 
equipment. They will also be at all 
times in the radio net with their air 
forces. The ground troops will be 





actually represented on the ground 
by panels of canvas, white panels 





representing Blue troops and orange 
panels representing Red troops. ; 

For. divisions in contact with the 
enemy panels ‘will be placed for each 
battalion of infantry and for each 
kind of light artillery. 

hen divisions are ordered to 
move, the trucks representing them 
will actually move on the routes 
prescribed for their movements. 
Corps and army artillery regiments 
not committed to the action will be 
represented by trucks, with panels 
on top to distinguish them from the 
ordinary commercial trucks. 

On the opening of the air phase of 
the manoeuvre at midnight the op- 
nosing ground troops are separated 
by about fifty miles. During this 
phase the opposing air forces will 
operate alone, the Blue force from 
Fairfield air depot, near Dayton; and 
the Red force from Norton Field, 
near Columbus. The missions of 
these opposing air forces will be to 
delay the advance of hostile ground 
troops, the destruction of their rail- 
r centres, airdromes and manu- 
cactus ae and incident to these 
attacks there will be a considerable 
amount of aerial combat and an en- 
deavor to obtain air superiority. 

tensive reconnoissance missions 
will be continuous, and ‘vigorous of- 
fensives will be launched by both 
sides in an effort to obtain superi- 
ority in the air. The movements of 
the opposing air forces will be made 
as called for by the situation from 
time to time as it develops and are 
not prearranged. The problem indi- 
cates that the air forces of both sides 
will be taxed to their limit.

TALENTS ARE DISCOVERED 


Report Made on Investigation of 
Artistic Work Done in 28 
Centres in the City. 





Thousands of New Yorkers, adults 
as well as children, are receiving 
their first introduction to. artistic 
work and opportunities to practice 
crafts in the settlement” houses ‘of 
the city, according to a report on 
‘The Visual Arts in New York Set- 
tlements,’’ made public yesterday by 
the research bureau of the Welfare 
Council, 151 Fifth Avenue. The re- 
port was prepared by Albert J. Ken- 
nedy, secretary of the National Fed- 
eration of Settlements, after an in- 
vestigation of the rt activities of 
twenty-eight settlement houses. 

At present instruction in painting, 
drawing, carving, pottery making, 
weaving and woodworking is being 
given to 3,600 students, mostly boys 
and girls. The purpose is to arouse 

“the interest and native abilities of 
the neighbors of the houses and to 
make for a pervasive influence of art 
in everyday living. 

Talent Is Discovered. 

Pupils of talent as well as artistic 
inclination have been discovered by 
house workers. Mr. Kennedy cites 





Similarly design- 
ers and other craftsmen have been 


discovered. 

The investigator classified the set- 
tlements into four types, based on 
the importance attached to ‘‘beauty 
in life’? as expressed in art activ- 
ities. He said there were three 
houses which fostered visual arts 
‘not only in one department but in 
most of the aspects of the work of 
the house.’’ Thirteen houses showed 
a real, ‘‘but not a thoroughgoing 
interest in beauty of line and form.”’ 
Seven stressed practicability, order 
and convenience, four had no policy 
and one remained unclassified. 

“The Greenwich House Pottery, 
established in 1908, produces wares 


|of such excellent quality, as evidenced 


by prizes received at home and 
abroad,’’ Mr. Kennedy wrote, ‘‘that 


five adults find the work so interest- 
ing that they maintain their connec- 
tion with the pottery, producing 
pieces which are sold for their ac- 
count.’’ 


Eight Teach Pottery. 


Eight settlements have pottery de- 
partments, with an enrolment of 333 
persons, nearly half of them children 
under 14. More than 600 are study- 
ing woodcarving, and sewing classes 
have an enrolment of more than 1,000 
girls.

DEDICATED IN PARK 


‘“‘Father of Greater New York”’ 
Honored at Services on 
Hill Named for Him. 








BENCH BEARS INSCRIPTION 





Col. H. W. Sackett Refers to Him 
as “‘Greatest Controller City 
Ever Had.” 





A memorial seat erected in Cen- 
tral Park in honor of Andrew H.

Impor- 
tant concessions were agreed upon 
informally by Republican members 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
in response to the demands of the 
farming groups for higher rates on 
various farm products.

It has been argued that 90 per cent 
of the hides are sold ‘‘on the hoof’’ 
and that the packers will get the 
major benefit, while the Democrats 
have argued that the farmer will pay 
twice for his shoes what he receives/ 
in added prices for his hides. 


Other Concessions Offered. 


Another marked concession was to} 
increase the duty on casein. The | 


present duty on casein is 2% cents a 
pound and the dairymen are asking 
8 cents. Casein, a skimmed milk 
product, is used in the manufacture 
of coated paper, glue and other fin- 
ished products. The importation, 
amounting to about 27,000,000 pounds 
a year, comes from Argentina. It is 
estimated by the farm groups they 
can manufacture 300,000,000 pounds 
annually. 

Still another concession is an in- 
crease on live cattle. The present 
duty is 1% cents a pound, depending 
on weights. The rate of increase is 
still to be determined. Any advance 
in rates has been opposed by Cana- 
dian stock growers. 


Ramseyer Attacks Section 402. 


In the debate in the House Mr. 
Ramseyer urged his Corn Belt asso- 
ciates to be moderate in their de- 
mands for changes in rates, but in 
attacking the valuations provisions 
in Section 402, said 

“Under the present law a contro- 
versy over a basis of value goes to 
the court.

HE SAYS VOTE WAS FAIR 


Congratulates Victor, but Is Ejected 
From Police Station by 
an Old Enemy. 





Jersey City’s most exuberant city 
election in years left the city as} 
triumphantly groggy yesterday as a} 
combination of several New Year's | 
Eves and as many Armistice nights. | 
The re-election of Frank Hague and | 
his four fellow-commissioners by a| 
majority of slightly less than 25,000; 
was considered most decisive. | 

It gave Mayor Hague, as politicians | 
viewed it yesterday, ‘‘the greatest | 
impetus to his political prestige in 
recent years.’’ This was so in spite 
of the fact that the contest was the 
bitterest the Mayor ever had to 
fight, and his majority the lowest 
since he became leader of the State 
Democracy. 

The fusion cause was so demoral- 
ized that preliminary plans to place 
a county ticket in the field against 
the Hague organization were re- 
acai on good authority, to have 

een abandoned. 
Mingled with the picture. of 
frenzied demonstrations of Hague 
supporters, who celebrated the event 
more enthusiastically and destruc- 
tively than ever before, was the 
aspect of defeat worn by the colorful 
and unlucky James Burkitt, Jersey 
City’s famous ‘Jeffersonian Demo- 
crat.’’ Himself not a candidate, it 
was his intransigent personality 
which rallied the anti-Hague faction 
and produced a better fight than the 
city has known for years. 


Congratulations Not Wanted. 


Exercising to the end his capacity 
for taking punishment, Burkitt, 
whose bruises and broken bones and 
bloody but unbowed demeanor have 
featured the Jersey City news for a 
twelvemonth, sought at 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning to fulfill one last 
campaign pledge. This was to appear 
in the Seventh Precinct police 
station to congratulate Captain 
Harry Walsh, vvho had been the butt 
of much of the Jeffersonian Demo- 
crat’s oratory. 

Captain Walsh leaped the railing 
which sone. i him from his visi- 
tor, et ae him firmly by coat 
eal and waist and tumbled him 
unceremoniously through the door 
and down the street to the parked 
Burkitt automobile. Burkitt, after a 
moment’s astonishment, drove away. 

He did not go on with his plan, 
which had been to call at noon on 
Mayor Hague at City Hall. The

Mayor Harry Jones and Commis-

If so familiar an expression may 
be used of so majestic a body, the 
Senate is “feeling its oats” even 
more than usually. Most Democratic 
Senators are fairly kicking up their 
heels and neighing. They frankly 
edmit that their only object is po- 
litical mischief. They are bent on 
snowing that the Democratic party 
is a great, as the Insurgent Repub- 
licans are a little, force of bedevil- 
ment, confusion and _ obstruction. 
They have begun to put President 
Eoover in his place. Now they 
seem resolved to put the House in 
its place—one of inferiority and 
submission. The old euphuisms of 
reference to the minor partner are 
ciscarded. Senators speak right 
out in meeting, in pretended excite- 
ment about mere surmises of what 
tne House may do. It would seem 
that this sort of thing can have no 
other purpose than to goad the 
House, already far from fond of 
its purple relation, into shutting the 
door on the farm relief bill with 
the export debenture attached. 

As the latter is a spending, not 
a taxing, bill, it might be thought 
that the question of the constitu- 
tional rights of the Senate and the 
House in the origination of revenue 
bills was not germane. Mr. BURTON, 
who is always heard with respect, 


thinks otherwise. Mr. ROBINSON 
of Arkansas, in what seems de- 
signedly provocative language, 


says that any attempt to bring in 
Section 7 of Article I of the Con- 
stitution is “a cowardly attempt to 
“prevent a full and fair expression 
“of the will of the people.” Since 
the Senate “‘may propose or concur 
with amendments to revenue bills, ” 
as on other bills, a shindy between 
the two chambers on this subject 
is unnecessary, except as a means 
of expressing the grievance and the 
corporate feeling of the House. As 
GRAYSON of Virginia said in the 
Virginia State Convention of 1788: 
“The power of proposing amend- 
“ments is the same, in effect, as 
“that of originating.” 

The history of tariff bills, to men- 
tion no other legislation, proves his 
foresight. The Democratic-Progres- 
sive patriots of the Senate seem to 
be counting too strongly on the “ de- 
mands” and “threats” of Repub- 
lican Representatives who want 
higher rates on certain articles pro- 
duced or manufactured in their sev- 
eral States, and want certain other 
articles removed from the free list. 
This is an ordinary stage in tariff- 
making. There is a tremendous 
howl, but a compromise is generally 
patched up. The logs are rolled. A 
modus vivendi for everybody but 
the consumer is reached. Moreover, 
in both houses “honest protection- 
ists” are more eager about “ getting 
theirs” than in carrying political 
play too far. 

The debenture episode is such a 
play. To push it to the point of en- 
dangering the passage of any farm 
relief or tariff bill giving the farm- 
ers their share of protection and 
more or less taking it away by giv- 
ing the manufacturers more protec- 
tion, is an end to the game which 
judicious players can hardly pine for. 
On general principles, public opinion 
favors the House as against the 
Senate. That “other body” changes

MAYOR HAGUE’S VICTORY. 


The great issue in the Jersey City 
municipal election was Mayor 
HAGUE. It will be said that his po- 
litical machine was too well organ- 
ized to permit of a fair trial of that 
issue, but, according to the state- 
ment of Superintendent of Elec- 
tions JOHN FERGUSON, a Republi- 
can, the registration of 145,000 was 
“as clean as it is humanly possible 
to make it.” The election was fair 
and, on the whole, orderly. On a 
full vote the Democrats in Jersey 
City had previously recorded a ma- 
jority of more than twice that which 
Mayor HAGUE and his ticket received 
on Tuesday, about 25,000. The anti- 


posed of three insurgent Democrats 
and two Republicans, men of promi- 
nence in Jersey City. The Fusionists 
cast a vote exceeding 43,000, al- 
though Judge JOHN WARREN, who 
abandoned the Fusion forces to- 
ward the close of the campaign, 
had said that the anti-administra- 
tion ticket was composed of dis- 
gruntled contractors who had been 
beneficiaries of Hague rule. 
Considering that the opposition 
to the Hague Administration in 
other campaigns has cast only about 
10,000 votes, it is a fair conclusion 
that the people of Jersey City have 
been impressed by the findings of 
the Case-McAllister investigators. 
They had charged fraud and cor- 
ruption in the administration but 
could not prove their case by the 
testimony of Mayor HAGUE. He 
challenged their right to inquire into 
his “ private business,” and refused 
to answer questions relating to tt. 
The fact that he was sustained in 
his position by one sitting judge, 
and that a higher court was equally 
divided on the question, made a popu- 
lar hero of the Mayor, who was de- 
scribed as the “ grand hospitaler of 
the poor.” After the returns were 
in on Tuesday night the Mayor made 
a speech declaring that it was “ the 
“ people’s night, the night we are all 
“ going to celebrate. We don’t want 


“to run our city. And that goes 
“for the Case committee.” The 
“ carpet-bagger’”’ was the redoubt- 
able ‘‘ JEFF’? BURKITT, late of Ala- 
bama, who materially helped the 
Hague Administration by the vio- 
lence of his harangues. Most people 
in Hudson believed that the Case 
committee had made its investiga- 
tion for political effect, refusing at 
the same time to turn the light on 
Atlantic City and other Republican 
strongholds. The invasion of Mayor 
HAGUE’S home with an order for his 
arrest excited sympathy and cer- 
tainly made votes for him. 
Whether Mr. HAGUE has made a 
fortune out of politics is yet to be 
proved. Aside from that he is a 
candidate for office who has great 
strength because his administration 
bestowed hospitals, parks and plav- 
grounds on Jersey City, making it 
modern and habitable, and he can 
say in a biographical sketch that he 
is not only a vice chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
but is a founder of the first Mothers’ 
Institute of New Jersey and builder 
of the first school for crippled chil- 
dren. Nevertheless, his grip on the 
affairs of Hudson County was loos- 
ened by the election on Tuesday. 











PASSPORTS AND VISAS. 


Reduction of passport fees for 
Americans visiting France and for 
Frenchmen visiting the United 
States from $10 to $2 will be warmly 
welcomed by thousands of Ameri- 
can tourists. It will doubtless re- 
sult in a profit for many French 
people catering to the tourist trade. 
The French Government will lose a 
revenue estimated at about $2,000,- 
000, whereas the American Govern- 
ment will lose scarcely $100,000. 
This disproportion is due to the com- 
paratively small number of French 
travelers visiting the United States. 
But the difference will be more than 
made up to the French by the in- 
creased expenditures and the prob- 
ably larger number of Americans 
going to France. Although in the 
case of an individual the $10 tax is 
not prohibitive, it adds a real bur- 
den when several members of a 
family travel, and when they wish 
to visit several countries. 

Ever since 1924 the State Depart- 
ment has been trying to bring about 
reduction of passport fees. Two 
obstacles have presented them- 
selves: the unwillingness of some 
foreign countries to give up the 
revenue derived from taxing Ameri- 
can visitors, and the insistence of 
the United States on drawing a dis- 
tinction between immigrants and 
tourists. The British still refuse to 
cut the visa because the United 
States declines to exempt British 
immigrants from the tax. Of the

of all foreigners during the war was 
the cause of the widespread demand 
for passports and visas by all! the 
nations after 1914. Today they serve 
little purpose. The revenue which 
they bring in is largely offset by the 
cost of validating the visas. 

The United States still collects a 
head tax from every alicn coming to 
this country. This is reimbursable 
if the tourist leaves the United 
States within sixty days. But if 
during that period the traveler visits 
Canada or Mexico he is subject to a 
new head tax each time he re-enters 
the United States. All such sums 
may be reclaimed if the visitor 
leaves before his two months are 
finished. This charge has naturally 
roused criticism on the part of for- 
eign visitors. It would seem to be 
subject to negotiations on a recip- 
rocal basis. Certainly the least that 
the government might do if it is de- 
termined not to abolish this head 
tax is to make it reimbursable after 
a longer interval than sixty days. 
At present it means that the visitor 
who remains more than two months 
has to pay $8 in addition to the orig- 
inal passport visa fee. This seems 
both exorbitant and unnecessary. 








THE CLEVELAND DISASTER. 


Hospitals have sometimes been 
destroyed by fire, but the terrible 
wreck of the Cleveland Clinic yes- 
terday afternoon by an explosion is 
a startling addition to the list of 
such calamities. What was the 
cause does not appear to be exactly 
determined as yet. The trouble 
started with the explosion of some 
X-ray films stored in the hospital. 
All aspects of the disaster wiil 
undoubtedly be inquired into care- 
fully, and if any lesson is to be 
learned by other hospitals, in the 
way of safeguarding the materials 
which they are compelled to keep 
available and which may at times 
become a source of danger, it will 
surely be taken to heart. But for 
the moment the only thought is of 
the frightful nature and extent of 
this blast within a hospital which no 
one could have foreseen or believed 
possible. It filled with dead and in- 
jured the famous institution presided 
over by one of America’s most dis- 
tinguished surgeons, Dr. GEORGE W. 
CRILE. The news overshadows every- 
thing else today in terror and pity. 











A HELPFUL TRAFFIC REPORT.

time, but only with measures of 
relief Which can be made promptly 
effective. The case is not nearly 
so hopeless as many believe. A 
measure of real relief can be ob- 
tained and without drawing too 
heavily on the municipal treasury. 
However, it will require not only 
the cooperation of the business and 
commercial interests of the city, but 
some self-denial on their part. A 
significant thing about the Banham 
report is the evidence it contains 
that in dealing with some of the 
recommendations the 
and business men of the city are 
willing to assume their share of 
the common burden. In the end they 
should be amply repaid in improved 
traffic conditions, which will benefit 
the entire community. 

The parking problem is the centre 
of an acute controversy. On one 
side are those who point to the ex- 
ample of Chicago and urge an abso- 
lute ban on parking in the midtown 
area. On the other are those who 











committee chooses to steer a middle 
course. Preferring regulation to 
total prohibition and at the same 
time refusing to take a dog-in- 
the-manger attitude toward the 
curb-line, it suggests a number of 
reforms—such as that parking should 
be prohibited where repair or con- 
struction work is going on which 
interferes with the normal traffic 
flow, that contractors should be for- 
bidden to store building material in 
the street during any construction 
job, and that no passenger cars 
should be permitted to park in any 
space needed for loading or unload- 
ing—a discrimination which other 
cities have found useful in business 
districts. More important still is 
the committee’s advocacy of loading 
bays within the property line “to 
“permit rapid and convenient load- 
“ing and unloading of vehicles with- 
“out obstruction of traffic in the 
* public streets.” In congested dis- 
tricts all large loft or industrial 
buildings should be equipped with 
them. 

Owners and patrons of depart- 
ment stores will be particularly in- 
terested in the committee’s approval 
of “‘ automobile hotels.” It has been 
rather the habit to frown on the in- 
vasion of high-class retail districts 
by public garages. The present 
zoning ordinance ostracizes them. 
Some of the older structures, often 
made-over stables, were none too 
desirable neighbors. But the mod-

ATLANTIC AIR NAVIGATION. 


By a coincidence, while the Ber- 
nard airplane was being primed at 
Roosevelt Field for a flight to Paris 
the Graf Zeppelin was weiting at 
Friedrichshafen to sail on her sec- 
ond voyage to New York. Three 
men will make an attempt in the 
French plane to beat Colonel LIND- 
BERGH’S time to Paris. They regard 
their adventure as a sporting event. 
The Graf Zeppelin will carry twenty 
passengers, two tons of freight and 
a gorilla for the Chicago Zoo. Sir 
HUBERT WILKINS, a Spanish physi- 
cian, a Polish pianist, twelve Ger- 
mans and Commander V. A. CLARKE, 
U. S. N., are on the passenger list. 
The Graf Zeppelin showed its air- 
worthiness on the first trip to Amer- 
ica, standing up well in strong winds 
and going round storms. On the 
return to Germany fast time was 
made, although bad weather was en- 
countered. Dr. ECKENER’S ambition 
to establish a regular Atlantic ser- 
vice is, he believes, in a fair way to 
be realized. 

CLARENCE CHAMBERLIN describes

; Proposed to construct a single cor- 


porate institution, for such a degree 
of unity would involve an accep- 
tance of episcopal ordination, and 
for this the free churches are not 
prepared. The hope is expressed 
that by common re-examination of 
the history of the Christian Church, 
and a clearer definition of its insti- 
tutions in the light of modern schol- 
arship. a better understanding may 
come about and perhaps an even 
closer relationship be practicable 
in time. The Anglican Church has 
shown a favorable disposition to- 
ward proposals of this nature. 

This is another indication of the 
tendency toward church unity in 
action. In Scotland the two larg- 
est Presbyterian denominations, the 
Church of Scotland and the United 
Free Church. are moving toward a 
complete union. In Canada three 
great denominations. the Preshby- 
terians, the Methodists and the 
Congregationalists, formed a union 
nearly five years ago, with a resu!- 
tant progress that has been de- 
scribed as “amazing.” In America 
the Congregationalists and the Dis- 
ciples have come together. A year 
ago the Methodist Episcopa! Church 
in America appointed a commission 
to consider possibilities of union with 
other religious bodies. More re- 
cently the Presbytery of New York 
unanimously adopted an overture 
looking to such a union. Still other 
movements are on foot toward 
closer cooperation. The Lutherans 
are soon to have a world conven- 
tion in Copenhagen, bringing to-

It controls the chlorinating 
process and is continuously on duty 
twenty-four hours a day. Every mo- 
ment the purity of the water is auto- 
matically checked and recorded. 

Health officials from most of the 
large cities of the country looked 
over the device at the recent exposi- 
tion of the chemical industries at 
the Grand Central Palace. It con- 
sists of a small portable box of 
metal, tubes, wires and electrical 
current. It performs accurately 
what the expert chemist has formeriy 
had to do as a necessary routine. He 
will be freed for more important 
work. Smaller towns that have been 
getting daily or weekly analyses from 
State chemists may have the quality 
of their water more closely guarded 
by the new method. 


NATIONAL ORIGINS BASIS. 


It Is Regarded as the Fairest System 
for Immigration. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

We read in THE Times that W. W. 
Husband, Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, assailed national origins in 
his address before the Conference on 
Immigration Policy. 

After reading the hearings before 
the Committee on Immigration, 
United States Senate, March 14, 
1928, and Feb. 4, 6, 9, 11 and 13. 
1929, it is difficult to understand 
how any one could support a quota 
law based exclusively upon 8,000,000 
foreign-born in this country, as 
against a quota law based upon 89,- 
506,558 both native and foreign-born 
in this country in 1920—especially 
after the experts who worked out 
both quota systems have repeatedly 
stated that the national origins basis 
is fairer to all nationalities involved 
and more scientifically accurate than 
the 1890 foreign-born basis.

The question is: Are we going to 
play politics with the blood stream 
of this country or base immigration 
restriction upon a just and scientific 
criterion? The national origins basis 
has been the football of politics long 
enough, and it is due time that it 
be put into effect so as to eliminate 
discrimination as soon as possible.

Bridge Versus Tunnel. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In view of the renewed interest in the 
proposed Hudson River bridge at Fifty-sev- 
enth Street. it is well at this time to draw 
attention to the fact that bridges do not 
require as great an expenditure for first 
cost nor for maintenance and operation as 
do tunnels. The Holland Tunnel under the 
Hudson River cost approximately $48,000,000. 
whereas the Delaware River bridge at Phil- 
adelphia cost only $37,000.000—these struc- 
tures being truly comparable. 

The tunnel has but one-half the hourly 
capacity of the bridge and annual main- 
tenance for the former {is about $1,500,000, 
as against $375,000 for the latter. Inci- 
dentally, the automobile toll charge for the 
tunnel is twice that for the bridge. The 
public should be vitally interested in the 
fact that greater cost of tunnel construc- 
tion and maintenance comes out of their 
pockets.

THE CREDIT SITUATION. 


Reserve Bank Lends Indirectly on 
Security Collateral. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tus TIMES editorial ‘‘Reserve Law 
and Stock Exchange Loans’’ pre- 
sents two sides of the credit picture 
and concludes that Mr. Simmons of 
the New York Stock Exchange pro- 
poses a plan that has ‘‘not the slight- 
est chance of its serious legislative 
consideration.”’ 

With opinions rife on the general 
credit situation it would seem that 
such a possibility might eventually 
When call money can 
fluctuate between 14 per cent and 7 
per cent in a few days, the subject 
of necessity will be well discussed. 

The Federal Reserve Bank cannot 
lend on stock and bond collateral. 
Yet it does so when a member bank 
makes such a loan and discounts at 
the Federal Reserve Bank. In spite 
of the Aldrich bill, reserve credit is 
used. The proposal, then, to lend di- 
rectly is not so far afield. 

“Regarding the proportion of so- 
called brokers’ loans which consists 
of borrowings for speculation * * * 
no one doubts that they constitute an 
important part.’’ It could be further 
emphasized—a very important part. 

Nevertheless, to stop the specula- 
tive operation, necessary financing of 
business must be penalized. Here is 
the point of the matter—the bond 
market is virtually inanimate. No 
wonder the Stock Exchange should 
advocate a plan under the highest 
banking authority. 

Mr. Simmons points out that a re- 
duction in loans would involve a re- 
adjustment— namely, call money 
would seek other fields for invest- 
ment. In substance he asks, Where 
can you safely divert these huge 
funds. ‘‘productively and _ safely,’’ 
without inflation? 

Complete purchase of securities, of 
course, is the obvious answer. Large 
buyers, however, cannot be induced 
to purchase 4, 5 and 6 per cent bonds 
with demand loans available from 
6 to 20 per cent. 

As the important central banks of 
Europe grant loans on stock and 
bond collateral it is quite conceiv- 
able that our own should come to 
it. To surrender the idea of lend- 
ing central banking credit on ‘‘self- 
liquidating obligations’? would be a 
partial result. Yet bonds and stocks 
are marketed in much the same man- 
ner as merchandise, &c., and in this 
sense are ‘“‘self-liquidating obliga- 
tions.’’ 

Mr. Simmons’ S proposal may never 
reach fruition, yet the salient fact 
remains that the Federal Reserve 
Bank lends on security collateral in- 
directly without direct control.

PROFITS IN SUGAR. 


Suggestion That the Consumer Pay 
$134,000,000 More Is Not 
Well Taken. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tus Times editorial, ‘‘A Grower of 
Sugar Beets,” is one that should 
awaken the public to the national 
foolishness of our present method of 
tariff legislation. 

Mr. Timberlake’s statement that he 
has not been able to realize, with ef- 
ficient management and more than 
average production, 3 per cent on his 
investment, is open to question on 
two counts. If he is a farmer sup- 
plying beets to the Great Western 
Sugar Company of Colorado, his re- 
course is against the company that 
is paying him for the raw materials 
supplied, on a scale by no means 
commensurate with the profits made 
by them for manipulation of the raw 
material. If he is a stockholder of 
the Great Western, his 3 per cent is 
incorrect, as shown by the earnings 
record of the company below, taken 
from Poor’s Manual for the years 
1923-6, and from the annual reports 
of the company for operations of 
1927 and 1928:

The company has no bonded in- 
debtedness, there being $15,000,000 in 
preferred stock and $15,000,000 in 
common stock. As the last sugar 
tariff change was upward revision in 
late 1922, since this law went into ef- 
fect the company has earned 150 per 
cent of its capitalization and paid 
practically 100 per cent in dividends. 
If Mr. Timberlake is speaking as 4 
farmer, his recourse is against the 
company, not against the public, as 
the company manifestly is quite ade- 
quately taken care of by the 1922 
tariff act. 

His further request that the Amer- 
ican people pay 1 cent a pound more 
for their sugar in order to support 
his industry is rather glib, I am a 
charitable man. But Mr. Timberlake 
in the réle of a compulsory daily 
charity would become irksome and 
irritating. 

Mr. Ordinary Citizen, whe is so 
casually asked to contribute a cent a 
pound, should bear in mind the 
above profits under the present 
tariff act and the fact that in total 
we consume annually 6,000,000 long 
tons, or 13,400,000,000 pounds—1 cent 
a pound being $134,000,000 annually 
dropped into the hat.

FLAX SEED COSTS SHOWN. 


Argentine Product Was 51 Cents a 
Bushel Below Native Here.

WASHINGTON. May 15. — New 
York City is one of the chief con- 
suming markets for flaxseed, accord- 
ing to a statement of costs of pru- 
duction of domestic and foreign 
flaxseed prepared by the Tariff Com- 
mission and made public at the 
White House today in connection 
with President Hoover’s proclamation 
of yesterday increasing the duty on 
flaxseed from 40 to 56 cents a bushel. 

The cost of domestic flaxseed ‘c- 
livered in New York was $2,0532 a 
bushel, and $2,413 delivered in Buf- 
falo. Argentine flaxseed cost doliv- 
ered at New York $2,022 a bushel and 
$2,10 delivered at Buffa’. 

The domestic costs exceeded the Ar.- 
gentine costs delivered in New York 
by 51 cents a bushel and at Buffalo 
by 31.3 cents.a bushel. 

The cost of production in tha 
United States exceeded the cost a? 
production in the Argentine by 54.1 
cents a bushel, the commission re- 
ported.

Loans totaling $16,529,805 were 
| made to 51,203 applicants in Greater 
New York during the past twelve 
‘months through the personal loan 


| service inaugurated last May by the 
| National City Bank. With a full 
year’s experience in this type of ser- 
vice in back of it, the National City 
Bank plans to continue and extend 
the operations. 

The plan provides for lending sums 
of $50 to $1,000 to individuals at 6 
per cent discount, without collateral 
and without any service charge.

Radio spanned the American conti- 
nent for the first time in commer- 
cial short-wave service yesterday at 
2:23 P. M., when Mayor Walker 
threw in the switch that opened the 
New York-San Francisco circuit in 
the central operating offices of 
R. C. A. Communications, Inc., at 
66 Broad Street. An exchange of 
messages between Mayor Walker 
and Mayor Rolph of San Francisco 
marked the inauguration of this new 
circuit. It took just one minute and 
three quarters to transmit Mayor 
Walker’s message, and the reply 
from San Francisco was received 
shortly afterward. 

The new service includes photo- 
radio transmission as well as mes- 
sages, and is the first step in a plan 
for establishing a nation-wide short- 
wave radio system, according to Gen- 
eral James G. Harbord, president of 
the Radio Corporation of America | 
and R. A. C. Communications. Inc. | 

The following message from Gugli- 
elmo Marconi from London was re- 
ceived by General Harbord: 

“IT have pleasure in sending you 
my greetings and best wishes on the 
opening of the first transcontinental 
radio telegraph circuit between New 
York and San Francisco, which I 
understand takes place today. I 
heartily congratulate the Radio Cor- 
poration of America on this new im- 
portant step in world-wide communi- 
Eationin with its added facilities for 
telegraphy without wire lines be- 
tween San Francisco and the prin- 
cipal countries of Europe and South 
America via New York. 

To this message General Harbord 
replied: 

“Thank you for your mes3age of 
greetings upon the inauguration of 
the first domestic radio telegraph 
circuit between New York and San 
Francisco. This new radio link across 
the American continent will provide 
additional facilities for rapid and 
economic interchange of intelligence 
between our two countries and the 
rest of the world.’’

URGES MARTIAL LAW 
FOR ELIZABETHTON 


Sheriff Makes Request Few Hours 
After Attorney General Found 
No Need for Move in Strike. 


ELIZABETHTON, Tenn., May 15 
(P).—A few hours after W. C. Boyd, 


Attorney General, had announced 
that developments in the textile 
strike did not warrant martial law 
here, Sheriff J. M. Moreland de- 
clared the strike situation was 
beyond his control and a Mr. 
Boyd to declare ma law. 

Civil authorities had said if there 
were further outbreaks, such as 
those that caused the arrest of 300 
strikers Tuesday, they would request 
martial law. 

The Tennessee Federation of Labor 
ended its convention here, the dele- 
gates driving from Knoxville and 

giving the signal for demonstrations 
that kept soldiers constantly on the 
alert. 

The federation held its session at 
the scene of the strike which started 
at the textile mills April 15. Both 
plants have resumed operations with 
all the non-union labor needed, com- 
pany officials say. Union leaders 
deny this assertion. 

Edward McGrady, legislative repre- 
sentative of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, announced he would 
go to Washington to lay the strike 
situation before President Hoover, 
if he and William Green, president 
of the Federation, decided such a 
step was necessary. 


ADDS TO OCEAN AIR SERVICE 


Latecoere Company Will Start Three 


Trips a Week to Argentina. 

Special Cable to THE New YoRK TIMES. 

SAO PAULO, Brazil, May 15.—The 
Latecoere Air Mail Company, which 
the Grench Government subsidises, 
announces that it will start a_ pas- 
senger service from Natal, South 
Africa, and Buenos Aires, with three 
trips a week. Latecoere planes with 
600 horsepower and a capacity for 
ten passengers will be used. This 
new service, with the preseot Condor 
Syndicat service, will give six pas- 
senger planes each way weekly. The 
service is worked at present through 
the cooperation of planes and ships. 

The Latecoere company is promot- 
ing interest in the service by carry- 
ing newspaper reporters. A reporter 
representing the Diario de Sao Pauio 
and O Jornal of Rio de Janeiro were 
recently carried to Buenos Aires, 
and now a representative of the Cor 
reio Paulistano has been invited to 
go to Paris.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—E. O. 
Hulburt of the Naval Research Lab- 
oratory told the delegates at today’s 
closing session of the Institute of 
Radio Engineers that ‘‘because of 
the skip distances for waves below 
100 meters, it would seem that con- 
ditions on Mars are not very ad- 
vantageous’”’ for short wave com- 
munication with the earth. 

“Waves longer than about 100 
meters,’’ he asserted, ‘‘will not 
pierce through the atmosphere of the 
earth. These calculations, apart | 
from other considerations, support 
the conclusion that only a very opti- 
mistic experimenter would look for 
successful wireless communication 
between the earth and Mars.”’ 

Speaking on the “‘ionization of the 
atmosphere of Mars,’’ Mr. Hulburt 
said that ‘‘on a Summer day the 
skip distances for 100, 80, 60 and 50 
meter waves are 0, 780, 1410 and 2240 
kilometers respectively, and the 
shortest wave fo: reliable long-dis- 
tance communication is about forty- 





seven meters.”’

arto fs Phenomena of Short Wave 
Radio Transmission,’’ said: 


“*To the lay person, unfamiliar with 
what happens with the radio trans- 
mitter, it would seem that the nearer 
one could get to the broadcasting 
station, the louder would be the sig- 
nals received from that station. 

“With the ordinary broadcasting 
station,’’ he continued, ‘‘or with the 
ordinary radio transmitter, this is 
likely to be true. On the other hand, 
some of the extremely long distance 
radio-telegrapL‘c communication is 
being done on wave lengths entirely 
outside of the range covered by the 
ordinary broadcast receiver and 
where this commercial work is being 
done, very strange effects are noted 
by the engineers doing the work.’’

CHICAGO DETECTIVE

Sale of Bowman Park at Rye, 
N. Y., scene of the recent United 
Hunts Racing Association meeting

While the plans at this 
time have not been fully worked out, 
the ultimate aim is to make Bowman 
Park a great amateur sports centre, 
paying particular attention to race 
meetings, horse shows and track and 
field meets. Whether larger stands 
were to be built and whether more 
extensive structures were to be 
erected was not stated. 

Soon after the recent United Hunts 
meeting there was considerable dis- 
cussion of enlarging the steeplechase 
course. It was hinted at that time 
that, if adjoining land could be se- 
cured, a four-mile course would be 
constructed. Whether this still is a 
plan of the new owners was not made 
known. 

Bowman Park was opened two 
years ago and developed by Mr. Bow- 
man, who has been closely identified 
with racing for some years and is 
president of the United Hunts Rac- 
ing Association, the National Horse 
Show Association, the Havana Amer- 
ican Jockey Club and the Bowman 
Biltmore Hotel Corporation. Associ- 
ated with him in the new develo 
ment of Bowman Park are. well- 
known amateur sportsmen who, it 
was declared in the announcement of 
the sale, believe there is a great need 
fof a sports centre for amateur 
events centrally located with refer- 
ence to New York City, Long Island 
and Connecticut as is Bowman Park.

CHIVALRY IN SPORT 


Princeton Official Gives Views 
on Healthy Athletics Before 
Sportsmanship Brotherhood. 











BARBUTI DEFINES IDEALS 
Reveals That American. Rival’s 
“Sacrifice” Helped Him to Win 


400-Meter Race in Olympics.

Terming sport unhealthy without 
the presence of chivalrous  sports- 
manship and stating that all the 
coaches, stadia and playing fields in 
the country would represent ‘‘so 
much wasted effort and investment 
and so much frustrated faith’ un- 
less they embody in them the spirit 
of sportsmanship, Dr. Charles W. 
Kennedy, chairman of the Board of 
Athletic Control at Princeton Univer- 
sity, gave the principal address at a 
luncheon in connection with the an- 
nual meeting of the Sportsmanship 
Brotherhood at Town Hall Club yes- 
terday. 

Dr. Kennedy delved deeply into 
sports and sportsmanship in his talk. 
He stated that dilettante and half- 
heated competition were contrary to 
the very element of sport; he dis- 
cussed the degree of emphasis that 
should be placed on victory and de- 
feat; he talked contemptuously of 
professional sport that was not 
“open and avowed but masqueraded 
as amateur competition’? and then 
defined a sportsman as follows: 

‘“‘A sportsman is one who loves the 
game for its own sake; who has a 
scrupulous regard for the rules of 
fair play and strives under these 
rules to pit his best against the best 
of an opponent whom he respects; 
who admires excellence in the game 
for its own.sake and who pays an 
instinctive tribute of respect to ex- 
cellence whether it be his own or 
that of an opponent; who in the 
stress of competition can strive to 
the uttermost without descent to 
breach of rule or vindictive spirit; 
who hates a quitter, an alibi or a 
boast; who in the course of the game 
can preserve courage in the face of 
odds, and dignity and self-respect in 
the presence of defeat; who wishes 
an amateur game to be played hy 
amateurs and not by masquerading 
professionals; who delights to meet 
all comers upon the democratic fields 
of sport with a recognition that it is 
well for youth to have this early 
training in the knowledge that in the 
life of a great democracy he is the 
better man who proves it. These, 
though by no means all, are some of 
the important elements in that fine 
and subtle attitude of mind called 
sportsmanship.”’ 


Barbuti Gives His Views. 


After his address Lee Hanmer of 
the Russell Sage Foundation, chair- 
man of the advisory committee of 
the Sportsmanship Brotherhood and 
chairman of the luncheon meeting, 
adjourned the gathering for several 
minutes until C. J. Atkinson, secre- 
tary of the Boys’ Club Foundation, 
reconvened the audience for an in- 
formal conference on sportsmanship 
problems. 

The high spot of this discussion 
was a brief statement by Ray Ear- 
buti, the only American track win- 
ner in the 1928 Olympic Games, of 
his idea of sportsmanship. Barbuti 
told how he and Herman Phillips 
were the only Americans to reach 
the finals in the Olympic 400-meter 
race. In this hitherto unrevealed 
story of sportsmanship Barbuti de- 
scribed how the race was run in 
lanes and the curve of the track ne- 
cessitated the outside man to be 
 Pemageae some thirty yards in front of 
he runner on the inside lane so that 
each would run the required 400 
meters. 

Barbuti declared that the outside 

man had not a ghost of a chance 
of winning since he would be utterly 
unable to judge the pace. Phillips 
had drawn that outside lane and Bar- 
buti the inside one. The veteran 
coach, Tom Keane, told Phillips that 
he could not possibly win but that 
if he would travel his fastest, Bar- 
buti on the inside would probably be 
pats to squeeze through with a vic- 
ory. 
Although this side discussion was 
unknown to Barbuti at the time, 
Phillips nodded his acquiescence to 
Keane’s plan and set such a pace 
that Barbuti was able to win. ar- 
buti called Phillips’ self-sacrifice a 
greater deed than his own in winning 
and stated that Phillips’s act was the 
finest bit of sportsmanship he ever 
had encountered. 


Five Directors Are Elected. 


Upon the conclusion of the discus- 
sion period a business meeting was 
held, the day’s activity terminating 
with adinner. At the business meet- | 
inging five directors were elected, 
one to replace Governor Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, whose term had ex- 
pired, and the others to fill out the 
board. They are Gustavus T. Kirby, 
president of the P. S. A. L. and 
chairman of the advisory board of 
the I. C. A. A. A. A.; William F. 
Carey, resident of the Madison 
Square Garden Corporation; Field- 
ing H. Yost, Arthur Anderson and 
C. Fred Hazelwood. Allan Winter 
Rowe, C. C. Goodrich and Lee F. 
Hanmer were re-elected. 

The advisory committee received 
as appointees William Butcher, sec- 
retary of the International Boys 
Work Council; Avery Brundage, 
president of the Amateur Athletic 
Union; Julian Curtiss, treasurer of 
the American Olympic Committee; 
Professor Jay Nash of New York

ducational Associations.

Two stocks 
were bid up 9 and 15 points under 
active professional operations, selling 
off 2 and 3 points afterward. Trans- 
actions on the Stock Exchange were 
about the same as on the preceding 
day, but less than Monday’s.

| notwithstanding the rise of money at 

New York. It was German exchange, 
however, on which the interesting 
movement of the day converged; the 
| mark rose to the highest rate since 
| January. The decided recovery from 
' the low price reached at the end of 
| April may have reflected Berlin’s 
| hopes of concessions by the Paris 
conference, or it may mean that the 
Reichsbank has decided on another 
advance in its official discount rate. 

Regarding the course of industry 
The Iron Age reports continuance of 
the recent very remarkable produc- 
tion and consumption. The sustained 
momentum of the movement is de- 
scribed as ‘‘a surprise to both sell- 
ers and buyers,’’ specified orders 
still give no sign of reaction from 
the high consuming purchases, and 
“mills continue to operate virtually 
at capacity.” From the weekly re- 
port on freight loaded for distribu- 
tion by the railways, it appears that 
in the first week of May, as in every 
week of April, all previous records 
for the corresponding period in other 
years have been surpassed. 

These current evidences of an ex- 
ceptionally high degree of industrial 
activity give point to the comprehen- 
sive report on the economic situa- 
tion, published yesterday by Mr. 
Hoover’s committee, which gives a 
brilliant picture, as every one who 
has followed the American indus- 
trial movement knew it would. It 
emphasizes the accumulation of sur- 
plus money by the people, the in- 
crease of wage rates with far great- 
er rapidity than increase in living 
costs, the quite unprecedented dis- 
semination of industrial products and 
the absence of disorganization to 
trade and industry through spec- 
ulation in prices for their products. 
Yet it also points out as a factor in 
the existing economic problem the 
increasing use by investors and spec- 
ulators in the stock market of ‘‘not 
only their savings but the proceeds 
of loans secured through banks and 
brokers, until the credit structure of 
the country has been sufficiently 
weighted to indicate a credit strin- 
gency,’’ which has affected even 
business borrowers. Unlike some 
other investigators into this aspect 
of the situation, the Hoover commit- 
tee does not even mention the Fed- 
eral Reserve, except for the report 
of its experts on the credit prob 
lem; who, while asserting that ‘‘dis- 
counting of the future in the security 
market may be carried to excess, 
with resulting unhappy conse- 
quences,’’ remark that the Reserve 
banks have as yet applied the policy 
of restraint through ‘‘very gradual 
pressure.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—The dis- 
turbance that was over the lower lake re- 
gion Tuesday night has moved rapidly east- 
northeastward to the Canadian Maritime 
Provinces. The disturbance that was cen- 
tred over South Dakota has advanced to 
Michigan. Pressure remains low over 
Alaska, and it is relatively low and falling 
from the Mackenzie Valley southward to the 
Northern Plateau Region. Low pressure pre- 
vails also over the far southwest.

agreements by the Bull Insular Lines, 
Inc., with other lines were approved 
by the Shipping Board today.
